The report was adopted which reads as follows: 


Sunday Schools. 


The Bible or Sunday School is that sexyice of a church 
where the congrégatidn assembles for the definite purpose 
of studying and teaching God's word in a systematic way. 
The scriptural authority for such a service is fully warrant- 
ed in Matt. 14:23; Matt. 28, last verse; Acts 5, last verse: 
Acts 13:1; Eph. 4:11 and Hebrews 5:12 and many other 
passages. We note that out of nineteen churches in this 
Association there are eight that report no schools. 

We recommend that each church maintain a Sunday 
School and that an effort be made to enlist the entire 
church membership. We further recommend that each 
church tryZto hate superintendants and teachers who are 
trained by, taking teacherstraining courses. 

We also suggest that some one be appointed to arrauge 
for a Sunday School Institute to be conducted by Sunday 
School Secretary for Mississippi, and that pastors, superin- 
tendants and teachers be urged td attend.

A motion wa¥ made to adopt the report and before dis- ! 
cussion was begun a motion was made and adopted limiting 
speeches to five minutes except that the opening speaker 
have ten minutes. 

The subject ot the report was very ably discussed by 
H.C. Joiner, Prof. W, 1. Thames, J. R Carter, H. R. 
Otto and M. E. Hulbert, and the report adopted: as follows: 


Christian Education. 


We, your committee on Christian Education make the 
following report: ’ 

We believe that Christian education began with our 
fore-parents in the garden of Eden and has continued with 
varied conditions ever since. If is today and always has 
been the highest type of education. It is an institution of 
God and demands the sympathy and support of all God's 
people everywhere. Our Savior was the best Christian 
educator we have ever had. He taught us by precept that 
Christian education is of the highest importance. 
It differs from secular education in that it seeks the devel- 
opment of all thatis good in man. Secular education 
seeks to bring out and develop the mind and body, while 
Christian education seeks to bring out and develop the 
mind, the body and the Spiritual nature or soul. Hence 
Christian education is of the highest importance. Our de- 
nominational schools and colleges are founded and fostered 
in the interest of Christian education, and seek to inculcate 
in the minds and hearts of our young people the great fun- 
damental principles of Christianity and tne doctrines of our 
church. We are Baptists, therefore we owe deonuwination- 
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al schools our sympathy, love, prayers, patronage and sup- 

port. We have but two institutions in the State that are 
distinctly the property of our denomination, and we should 
not be lax in our interest in them. Mississippi College at 
Clinton is to-day caring for the training and culture of 
more than 400 boys each year, and Clarke Memorial College 
at Newton a little less than 200 boys and girls, making 600 
of our boys and girls that are cared for in our own institu- 
tions. This is only a small percent. of our young people, 
which fact should urge upon us the necessity of awaking 
and talking for our own sehools, ' ‘There are two other 
schools for girls also deserving mention; while not the 
_property of the denomination as, they are denominational, 
for they are distinctly Baptist and belong to and are con- 
trolled by Baptist people and have Baptist teachers. These 
are Blue Mountain Kemale College at Blue Mountain, Miss. 
and Hillman College for girls at Clinton, Miss. 

We. your committee recommend that this Association 
heartily endore these institutions, and that the individual 
churches and members composing this Association use 
their best influence in bringing these institutions into the 
favorable notice of all our young people who ought to go 
off to school. We recommend also that we as individuals 
pray for these institutions and their faculties and boards 
of trustees in their arduous duties We also recommend 
to the ministers and all Christian workers of our Associa- 
tion the Bible Institutes conducted at various times and 
places in our State, the Southern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary at Louisville, Ky., and the South Western Baptist 
Theological Seminary at Waco, Texas, also the Woman's 
Training School at Louisville, Ky., as places or schools for 
the special training for more efficient service to our Master 
and his cause.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This Association shall be called the Leaf 
River Association of Missionary Baptists. , ! 

Art. 2. The objects of this Association shall be: To 
carry out our Lord’s command, viz: ‘‘Go ye therefore, 
and make disciples of all nations, baptizing them into the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holv Spirit, 
teaching them to ohserve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you, and Lo, I am with you always, even unto 


the end of the world,” And especially to ‘promote the 
Sunday School cause, to encourage a deeper interest in our 


denominational schools and literature: to encourage temper- 


‘ance; to use our best effort to preach the Gospel to the 
destitute within our own bounds, and to further any and 


all worthy benevolent entérprises. 

Art. 3. The membership of this body shall consist of 
Messengers elected annually by the churches belonging to 
this Association. 

Art. 4. This Association shall meet annually at a 
time and place decided upon at the preceeding meeting. 

Art. 5. Itshall be the duty of each chugch belonging 
to this body, to elect and send annually three messengers, 
together with a letter containing such information as may 
be required to make up intelligible tables of statistics. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Association, shall be a 
Moderator, an Assistant Moderator, a Clerk and a Treas- 
urer, who shall be elected annually by ballot and shall hold 


their office till their successors are elected, whose duties 
shall be as devolve upon such officers. 


Art. 7. There shall be a mission board consisting of 
one member from each church belonging to this Associa- 
tion, such members to be appointed annually by the Mod- 
erator and approved by the Association. 

Art. 8. This Board shall meet while the Association 
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is in session and elect its own chairman and secretary, and 
attend to any other business that may be necessary, and 
shall hold its meeeting regularly thereafter on Saturday be- 
fore the Fifth Sunday during the year. This Board shall 
have power to transact all business relating to the objects 
for which this Association stands. 5 or ‘more shall be con- 
sidered a quorum to transact business at any regular meet- 


ing. 

Art 9. This Association shall never exercise any ec- 
clesiastical authority whatever over the churches. 

Art 10 Corresponding messengers from other Asso- 
ciations and Conventions of Missionary Baptists and all 
brethren who may be invited to seats with us are en- 
titled to all the privileges of the Association except to 
vote. 

Art 11 Before the close of the meeting of the Asso- 
ciation the Moderator shall appoint a principal and alter- 
nate to preach the introductory sermon at the next meet- 
ing. 

Art. 12. All questions coming before the Association 
shall be decided by a majority vote, except that it shall re- 
quire a two-thirds vote, to exclude a church, gr after their 
constitution or articles of Faith: and any such alterations 
shall be made only after one year’s notice thereof has been 
given, it. being definitely understood that Article 1 shall 
ever remain in full force. , : 

Art. 13. Every church belonging to this Association 
is expected to contribute regularly to the work of this As- 
sociation, the contributing church or individual having the 
right to specify the object to which the contribution should 
be applied. 

Art. 14. Every sitting of this Association shall be 
opeued_and closed with. prayer.
